Afore Ron stepped up with his magnanimous offer, I found what may be a 
circuit similar to the RCA 151 on page 362 of the 1942 ARRL Handbook. A 
goodly number of ARRL circuits were adapted from existing designs, since 
they weren't likely to incur patent infringement problems. Note that the 
cathode of the 884 gas-triode osc. is tied directly to the plate of a 637 
sync tube. OTOH, both of the 637 v. and h. input tube cathodes return to 
ground in conventional manner, tho it's not immediately obvious from how 
the schematic's drawn. 


Side note to Ron: o'scopes are my primary collecting field, with DuMont 
and RCA the two top non-military brands of the 37+ units I have (I stopped 
counting recently, when it got ridiculous). While I don't have the 150/151 
pair (yet - the closest I have is the 155C), I'd love to have the manuals, 
BUT I have no good way to print them if you e-send them.

It was used for surveilance, here's what Les Locklear has written on it 
on our Hammarlund Historian website: 
"The only SP-600's not included on this list that I'm aware of are the 
"hybrid" SP-600's manufactured during the Vietnam war. The military 
designation was R-1511/GR. These models used only 9 tubes, dual voltage 
regulators, 8 printed circuit boards and a 200 khz bandpass filter. 
Usually used in banks of 5 receivers and connected to video recorders. 
They were used for signal intercept work in the hf spectrum to detect 
where the enemy was talking. The reels of tape were sent to the NSA in Ft. 
Meade, Maryland for interpetation." 

I believe I'd heard that they were used in aircraft, "cruising" along 
the coast of Vietnam, but I'm not sure if that's correct. The tag says, 
"Department of Defence." Fair Radio had them for sale some yrs ago, 
that's where I got my manual. As I said, it's not of much use for most of 
us nowadays. I've had thoughts of making plug-in boards with SS prod. 
det, AM det, narrower IF, and good audio output - might make a nice 
bandcruiser for SWLing, one step up from a normal SP-600.

Eric Jones has denied me the cake for my ARC-5 transmitter converted 
to oscilloscope, even tho it's a beautiful job. 


Well, how about this one: i have an 80-meter ( only ) receiver, in 19" 
cabinet. The dial mechanism is the vernier from a BC-375 tuning unit. 

When you pull the cabinet to look inside, you see an RU receiver 

mounted on the chassis, which apparently supplies the RF and HFO 

stages. There is one coil, an uncommon 1934 set for 80 meters approximately 
which is not mentioned in the later RU manuals. The rest of the chassis 

has a low IF chain at 100 kHz and lotsa other stuff. Someone spent time 

on this one- i hope they did get some good usage out of it! I had also 
thought of scrapping it, but now i think i'll get out the scratch paper, trace 
out the circuit, and actually try to use it, or at least fire it up. 


And that ARC-5 transmitter selling for $8, the one with the transistor heat 
sinks on top - i should have bought it too, i'd never miss $8.
